W ashington, March 22.— (UP) —- 
President Coolidge has gone hack to 
the old European methods of "dark 
lantern 
diplomacy" 
in 
connection 
■with the League of Nations disarma­ 
ment and world court 
invitations. 
Senator Pat Harrison, democrat, Mis­ 
sissippi, told the senate today. 
Senator 
Harrison 
charged 
that 
Ambasador A. B. Houghton of Lon­ 
don, last week had given to news­ 
papermen here a gloomy picture of 
League affairs w ithout assuming re­ 
sponsibility himself or 
committing 
the administration to his views. 
"Here we have careful Cal (Mr. 
Coolidge), nervous Nellie (Secretary 
Kellogg) and gloomy Gus 
(H ough­ 
ton) starting this subtle propaganda 
behind half closed doors for the pur­ 
pose of stirring up strife in Europe,” 
• Harrison said. 
Chairman Borah of the senate for­ 
eign relations committee, joined the 
debate, declaring indisputable 
evi­ 
dence was contained in the League 
meeting collapse at 
Genera 
that 
European statesmen were returning 
to the practice of secret agreements 
and the old balance of power. 
"There can be no disarmament in 
Europe as long as these 
practices 
continue,” Borah said. 
"B ut what right has our ambas­ 
sador to come over here and attem pt 
to disrupt things?” 
Senator Glass, 
Virginia, democrat, asked. 
"W e cant contribute to peace by 
concealing the facts,” Borah answer­ 
ed. 
"I suspect Mr. Houghton told 
the facts as he understood them and 
if he erred it was an error of judg­ 
m ent.” 
Borah said he had 
talked 
with 
Houghton and the facts carried in 
the newspapers did not differ ma­ 
terially from those he received from 
the ambassador. 
"But what right has he or we, for 
that matter, to stir up friction in 
Europe?” Swanson, democrat, 
Vir­ 
ginia, and author of the world court 
resolution, asked. 
"We have no right to conceal the 
facts,” Borah replied. 
"If the president is getting ready 
to beat a retreat on the world court, 
let him come out through his spokes­ 
man and assume the authority for 
his words,” Senator Harrison said. 
"If it is not a retreat on the world 
court, then is it a retreat on the 
League proposal to invite this na­ 
tion to an arms reduction 
confer­ 
ence? 
"I demand that 
if 
Ambassador 
Houhton 
failed 
to 
express 
the 
same views as the adm inistration he 
be recalled to show all the world 
how the adm inistration stands.” 
Senator Moses, republican,

tion laws.

Probably few' post prohibition u t­ 
terances in favor of the dry 
laws 
have been made with such fiery en­ 
thusiasm as that of the Rev. Dr. Lee 
W. Beattie, Baptist, speaking to a 
Harlem church on his duties as head 
of a settlement house. 
Dr. Beattie said that prohibition 
had brought undreamed happiness to 
the slums of this and other cities. 
Nowadays, he said, there had been 
months when the settlement did not 
need to spend $5 a month for re­ 
lief, whereas $300 was common in 
the saloon days.

Crow W ing county farmers know the value of alfalfa 
and girls clubs raised alfalfa iii districts never before cropped. 
Every farmer should raise at least one acre of alfalfa foi- 
c-.very cow he keeps or the equivalent for other livestock, is the 
opinion of L. H. Laylin, of Mason, Mich., whose bale of hay at 
the 1925 International Hay and drain Show was declared the 
champion alfalfa bale by the judges. 
Laylin is just a plain farmer and has had his ups and downs 
iii growing alfalfa. 
“I am not only convinced that alfalfa is the 
greatest crop given to farmers,” said Mr. Laylin, “ but feel sure 
that the farmer growing alfalfa is bound to be better off than the 
erne who doesn’t. 
“Experience has taught me that the depth of planting is a 
great factor in getting a good stand with alfalfa. 
Half to three 
quarters of an inch is ideal. 
Alfalfa should be planted only in 
sweet soil, on well-drained land, and in a seed bed that is firm and 
well-packed. 
Where alfalfa has never been grown it is essential 
that the soil or seed be inoculated. 
“This is my method with alfalfa. 
I first secure good, hard, 
northern-grown Grimm seed of known origin. 
Unadapted Euro­ 
pean seed may look better and even be a little lower in price, but 
I have found that I can get a thirty per cent better stand with 
Grimm than on ordinary seed. 
I like to plant this seed alone in 
the spring in a well-prepared seed bed. The first year I never at­ 
tempt to cut for hay. I merely clip in the later summer and allow 
the hay to lay as mulch for winter protection. 
Alfalfa should be 
cut in medium bloom or when the shoots begin to appear at the 
crown. 
The best quality of hay is obtained by allowing the al­ 
falfa to wilt in a swath, then curling it in cocks.” 
The Lions club, of which County Agent E. G. Roth is an ac­ 
tive member, early fostered the extension of alfalfa culture, put­ 
ting on a prize contest in which 63 boys and girls entered. 
In 
the last four years the crop has grown from 40 acres to 4,000 
acres cultivated. 
It has assisted to place dairying in Crow Wing 
county on a solid foundation.

REMOVING TAX ON SPORTING GOODS 


By HENRY L. FARRELL 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
After a campaign extending over several years, the government tax on 
sporting goods is being slowly removed along with important personal taxes. 
The new revenue bill, passed ii few weeks ago, was kind to golf players and 
trap and rifle marksmen. 
Notice was sent out by counsel for the United States Golf association a 
few days ago that all clubs throughout the country need not include In their 
1925 tax returns the amounts collected as green fees by individuals for the 
privilege of playing on courses of which they were not members. 
The announcement was made as a result of a discovery that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been improperly and unnecessarily paid by golf 
clubs on the assumption thai green fees were in the same class as dues and 
admission fees to places of amusement. 
These taxes, in spite of a campaign 
to have them exempted, still have to be included in the returns, however. 
The excise tax on sporting arms (which does not include revolvers and 
pistols) and ammunition has been repealed and millions of sportsmen are 
rejoicing. 
The 
repeal of the tax immediately means a reduction in the 
cost of 
shooting at the traps, on the rifle range and in the field. 
In the neighborhood of $18,000,000 has been paid into the United States 
treasury in tile last six years by those who sought pleasure in shooting at 
clay targets, on the rifle range and in the field and those who hunted game 
to provide food. 
Through the war department several million dollars is spent annually 
in fostering rifle shooting in the Civilian Military Training Camps, the R. O. 
T. C. and The National Matches and then congress made it extremely diffi­ 
cult for 
these embryo riflemen to continue the 
program 
the military folks 
laid out 
for them because of the excessive and 
needless 
tax. The tax has 
been most injurious to the development of shooting. 
It bus caused many to 
retire from competition and has prevented many others from taking it up.
